16. (previously presented) The system of claim 1 wherein said first session comprises at 
least two bingo games In sequence, each sequential bingo game initiated upon the 
occunence of one or more predetermined events, said occurrence enabling said means to 
generate random numbers. 

1 7. (original) The system of daim 16 wherein the predetermined event is a predetemtined 
time since completion of a previous bingo game.

27. (original) The system of claim 1 further including a cashier tenninai in communication 
with said data processing unit, said cashier tenninai including a monitor for displaying an 
outcome conesponding to said printed statements. 

28. (original) The system of daim 27 wherein said data processing means scans 
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identification and veriflcaticHi codes printed on said statements to retrieve the reeuRs of the 
bingo cards corresponding to said statements.
